A study by the Bureau of the 
Census indicated that 59,410 
housing units, or 23 per cent of 
the city’s total of 262,984, are 
waa so dilapidated gc are no 

onger considered safe and ad 
quate or so deteriorated a 
require more than normal re- 
pairs to continue providing sat- 
isfactory shelter. 

The study listed 47,642 units as 
in deteriorating condition and |

The aim, Mr. Kennedy said, is 
to make deterrent. strength ‘do 
what we wish, neither more nor 
less.”’ 

Mr. Kennedy made his pledges 
in an address to the military 
committee of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 


“NATO needs to be able to re- 
spond to any conventional at- 
tack with conventional resistance 
which will be effective at least 
long enough, in Gen. Norstad’s 
phrase, to force a pause,” Pres- 
ident Kennedy said, 

He was referring to Gen. 
Lauris Norstad, supreme com- 
_mander of North Atlantic Treaty 
forcés in Europe, 

“To this end,” the President 
said, “‘we ourselves mean to 
maintain our own divisions and 
supporting units in Europe and 
to increase their conventional 
capabilities.” 

NATO, Mr. Kennedy added, 
“is at a turning point in its mili- 
tary planning.” 

Views on Nuclear Capacity. 

He said that in addition to 
strengthened conventional forces, 
“we believe that NATO must 
continue to have an effective nu- 
clear capability.” 

He made no specific mention 
of differences within NATO over 
control and use of niwlear 
weapons, France, for example, 
long has wanted a bigger voice 
in this field, 


In obvious allusion to this sort 
of problem, Mr. Kennedy said: 

“We hope to consult closely 
with our allies on the precise 
forms which this nuclear deter- 
rent should take in futute 
years.” 


Referring then to a speech 
Britain’s Prime Minister Mac- 
millan made last week at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, Mr. Kennedy said Mac- 
millan had pointed out the ur- 
gency of this matter. 

U.S. to Do Its Full Share. 

*‘The United States,’”’ Mr. Ken- 
nedy pledged, ‘‘means to do its

QUAKES ROCK 
‘CALIFORNIA AREA;

| the bank’s safe dropped several

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ashore in heavy winds, but at 
4:43 a.m. an explosion in the en- 
gine room rocked the liner and 
fire broke out. The flames 
spread rapidly, and passengers 
and crew abandoned ship. 

Firefighting parties from the 
British and United States navies 
boarded the blazing liner, and 
reported yesterday they had the 
fire under control. 


Salvage Attempt. 


The ship’s owners said the 
British Navy had planned to 
start towing it to the Persian 
Gulf island of Bahrain today 
“but a deterioration in the con- 
dition of the Dara overnight” 
caused the decision to try to 
beach it. The ship sank about 
15 miles off the Oman coast of

One American survivor, Mrs.

A search party was to return 
to the crash scene today to check 
an air policeman’s report that 
He had spotted part of the mis- 
sile in a ravine.

$26,500,000 in Inter-American 
Loans Granted. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, April 10 
(UPI)—The Inter-American De- 
velopment Bank yesterday an- 
‘nounced loans totaling $26,500,000 
have been granted to Brazil, 
Chile, Haiti and Colombia. 

The announcement was made 
by Felipe Herrera of Chile, pres- 
ident of the bank, which was 
formed to help stimulate the eco- 
nomic and industrial develop- 
'ment of Latin American coun- 
tries. 

The new loans raised to_$50,- 
100,000 the total extended since 
the bank was formed two years 
ago. 

The largest loan, $10,000,000, 
went to Brazil for help in com- 
batting drouth, severe in the 
northeastern part of the country. 

Colombia received $6,000,000 to 
build a new water supply sys- 
tem for the city of Medellin and 
$1,000,000 for the government's 
industrial development corpora- 
tion. 

Chile was granted $6,000,000 to 
develop its fishing industries. 
Haiti obtained $3,500,000 to fi- 
mance an agricultyral and in- 
dustrial program in the poverty- 
stricken southern regions.

Three Months to Go 


At just past:its half-way point, this Missouri 
Legislature can take satisfaction in one thing. 
That is the swift action on Gov. Dalton’s basic 
revenue program. 

Income tak withholding, an essential to 
effective tax collection, already is law. New 
cigarette and beer-liquor levies are expected 
soon. These measures represent a minimal 
effort to support improvements in state serv- 
ices, especially mental health. The one unde- 
cided revenue issue is how to-make the sales 
and use taxes conform, as required by the 
State Supreme Court. Unless the legislators 
exempt raw materials and machinery, Mis- 
souri industry will face an unfair new tax on 
production and new industry will be discour- 
aged from entering the state. 

Many other important legislative issues 
necessarily remain in doubt at this point. 
Perhaps the major one is Gov. Dalton’s pro- 
gram for a 2-cent gasoline tax increase for 
state highways. The oil lobby has opposed 
this with a clever scheme to hold the state 
road increase to 1 cent while abolishing the 
city gas taxes, and dividing another cent be- 
tween counties and cities. The state’s high- 
way network clearly deserves what the Gov- 
ernor recommended. 

a > 

An incidental sign of lobbying power was 
the quiet death in a House committee of a 
measure to regulate billboards along inter- 
state highways. Another House committee 
killed a bill to restore the original cost basis 
of utility rate regulation as added protection 
for consumers. These measures ought to be 
revived. In any case they illustrate the need 
for salvaging a lobby registration act out of 
the Governor’s ambitious conflict-of-interest 
program. 


Lobbies had nothing to do with the death 
of a bill to allow Governors to succeed them- 
selves. The House voted down this measure 
to strengthen executive leadership for a va- 
riety of reasons which seemed to add up to 
pure suspicion of gubernatorial power. But 
the Senate still can take a more reasonable 
look at the question. . 

Evidently the Legislature will pass a point- 
system driver’s license law to aid traffic 
safety. So far the reaction has been favor- 
able to a bill for state aid to junior colleges, 
which would help St. Louis extend its higher 
educational facilities. 
years the labor lobby has not sought outright 
repeal of the utility anti-strike law, but labor 
is getting better unemployment benefits. Fair 
employment and public accommodations laws 


to protect minority groups have had energetic | 


support from and merit 
passage. 

In view of all these undecided major ques- 
tions, some other legislative activities can 
only be described as entertainment. One 
legislator wants governors on automobiles, 
another wants horse racing, another opposes 
daylight time. The sponsor of an outrageous 
liquor price-fixing bill said, when challenged, 
that he would take it home to find out what 
was in it. And the Senate has proclaimed 
itself/for Grandmother’s day. 

This irrelevant diligence can be excused 
if the Legislature gets down to important 
business in the three months remaining. Pri- 
marily it has to pass a good roads program 
and revised use tax bill. It ought to recon- 
sider the measures affecting billboards, utility 
rate base and one-term limit for Governors. 
The remaining agenda is long, and at the 
half-way point the Legislature still has a long 
way to go.

Opera Revived in St. Louis 


Famed as St. Louis is for its Symphony and 
its Municipal Opera, grand opera here be- 
came a war casualty. In recent years this gap 
in the community’s musical life was more or 
less filled by the still growing Opera Work- 
shop. Last year the Metropolitan visited St. 
Louis, and it will be here again next month. 
But the most encouraging feature of the 
operatic renaissance has been the formation 
of the Civic Opera Association which presents 
its first offering, “Tosca,” on Wednesday. 

This is heralded as a professional produc- 
tion — with such Metropolitan stars as Licia 
Albanese, Barry Morell and the St. Louisan, 
Robert McFerrin, in the cast. It is to be fol- 
lowed at one-week intervals by “Fedora,” 
“Faust” and “Il Trovatore,” all on the same 
ambitious level. 

As a beginning, it is necessary to bring in 
internationally known singers. Yet one hopes 
that the Civic Opera—which already has en- 
gaged singers for next year—will be so well 
received that in time it will become a truly 
local opera company with a standing as high 
as that of the St. Louis Symphony. However, 
there can be no great art without great au- 
diences. 


Injustice in Tennessee 


The Tennessee Supreme Court's decision 
upholding a Circuit Court ruling that High- 
lander Folk School must give up its charter 
and shut down represents, in our opinion, a 
sacrifice of justice to local prejudices. This 
private center for adult education at Mont- 
eagle has been persecuted for the practice of 
racial integration. Yet the State Supreme 
Court ignored the Circuit Judge’s reliance on 
a Tennessee segregation law which is clearly 
unconstitutional—a defect which should be 
ample to show the quality of the lower court’s 
ruling and to invalidate it. 

The school was accused of selling beer com- 
mercially, a trumped-up side-issue similar to 
the spectacle St. Louis witnessed last Decem- 
ber when a meeting of Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, at which there were some Ne- 
groes present, was raided by the University 
City police and the host, an Episcopal min- 
ister, was arrested for “selling liquor without 
a license.” 

Another charge was that Highlander’s direc- 


tor, Myles Horton, violated the school’s non- 


profit charter by accepting 76 acres of land 
and the home he lives in. In the narrowest 
technical sense this may have run counter to 
the terms of the charter, but hardly enough 
to warrant its revocation. It ignores Mr. Hor- 
ton’s testimony that the house was built with 
$11,000 from his wife’s inheritance; it ignores 
his 28 years of selfless service to the institu- 
tion he founded; and it ignores the whole 
character of the man, whose sense of acquisi- 
tiveness is so slight as to be almost non- 
existent, as it had to be to enable him to 
spend so many years of his life between 20 
and 50 without salary or expectation of tangi- 
ble reward. | 
Though in a different place and in a dif- 
ferent manner, Myles Horton has been per-

forming the kind of service in thé mountains 
of Tennessee that the late Dr. Thomas A, 
Dooley performed in Laos; he is off the same 
bolt of cloth. Highlander expects to appeal 
to the United States Supreme Court, and 
there, we hope, this unhappy and shameful 
business will be more satisfactorily settled. 


Speaking Out on the Meramec 


The one fact which stood out above all 
others at the Army Engineers’ hearing on 
Meramec Basin development at St. Clair was 
the dire need of small towns throughout the 
area to provide economic opportunity for 
their young people. Mayor Ed Schwieder of 
Steelville expressed it with moving eloquence 
when he said, “The small towns of our area 
are desperate for a future.” Mayors of Pacific, 
Fenton, Eureka, Sullivan, Rolla and other 
towns spoke to the same effect; most of their 
high school graduates are being compelled to 
move out to find a livelihood. 


This is a drain which is incalculable in dol- 
lars or in any other terms, but it is enormous 
and it may be determining. As other areas of 
the country, principally in the South, have 
long since learned to their sorrow, it saps 
a community’s vitality, by depriving it of the 
very skills and drives it most requires. It is 
all outgo and no income when a community 
spends its money to educate its young people 
only to see other communities reap the bene- 
fits of their education. 


Nor does the damage stop there; an insuf- 
ficient tax base deprives the towns of suffi- 
cient money to maintain their schools, streets 
and other community services adequately, as 
Mrs. Dorothy O. Moore, who publishes news- 
papers in Cuba, Sullivan and St. Clair, pointed 
out. 

Objectors who appeared at the hearing had 
a variety of reasons to offer—they opposed 
all Federal expenditures for development, 
or they thought their personal interests might 
be adversely affected, or while strongly sup- 
porting development itself they rejected all 
the possible means by which it might be at- 
tained. But none of them had anything to 
offer which would create local opportunities 
for the coming generations, and this is the 
fatal defect of the negative point of view. 


Certainly the sounding-out of opinion at St. 
Clair substantiated the advance reports that 
the prevailing attitude toward basin develop- 
ment has changed substantially since the 
tempestuous hearings of 1949. There is a 
solid and substantial core of leadership in the 
Meramec Valley which wants development 
and accepts it on workable terms. Much will 
depend on how well this leadership can pre- 
sent the facts accurately, fully and dispas- 
sionately. The opportunity offered now 
would not be likely to occur again any time 
soon if it were allowed to slip by, and no one 
would suffer more from its loss than the peo- 
ple of the Meramec Valley. 


Protecting Consumers 


President Kennedy indicated long ago that 
he was aware of the President’s necessary 
role as chief lobbyist for the people. In a 
telegram to the Council on Consumer Infor- 
mation, meeting in St. Louis, the President 
outlined his position. 


Consumer protection, Mr. Kennedy said, is 
a first order of business, and federal agencies 
are indeed busy protecting the consumer 
against price-fixing, unfair trade practices 
and misleading advertising. But such protec- 
tion is the more necessary, the President sug- 
gested, because of the role the consumer 
plays in our economy. It is the consumer, 
exercising his free choice of goods, who serves 
as the basic guide and catalyst for produc- 
tion. And consumer pressure works best 
when it is informed. 


Recognizing that, Mr. Kennedy has pro- 
posed naming a consumer counsel in his Ad- 
ministration. Seldom has the unorganized, 
lobbyless, individual buyer of goods had such 
attention in the White House but, as the 
President indicated, he has earned it. 


A Poor Principle Upheld 


County Counselor Gallagher is pursuing 
one of the two remedies available for over- 
turning Circuit Judge Kelly’s decision in the 
Walsh hunting-license case. The county’s 
delegation to the Missouri Legislature ought 
to make use of the other, which is to change 
the law. 

Mr. Gallagher is appealing a ruling that 
County Clerk Walsh, in addition to his $9600 
county salary, is entitled to keep $15,762 in 
certain hunting and fishing fees. But the 
County Charter plainly says, “All fees and 
other monies received or collected by an 
elective official of St. Louis county shall be 
paid by him into the county treasury at least 
once each month.” 

If Mr. Walsh must keep the fees, then 
maybe the county can cut his clerk's salary 
to $1 a year, say, or eliminate the job alto- 
gether. In any event the county’s senators and 
representatives ought to see that the law is 
changed. The fee principle as a means of 
paying public servants is a poor one, and gen- 
erally receives no support in the Missouri 
Constitution. The same should be true of 
the statutes. 


A Word in Time? 


In spite of his close election, President 
Kennedy now is even more popular than was 
President Eisenhower at the same stage of 
his White House term—and this after Mr. 
Eisenhower had won in a landslide. 


Last month, according to Dr. George Gal- 
lup, the percentage man, 73 per cent of the 
people approved the way Mr. Kennedy was 


handling the job, and only 7 per cent disap-' 


proved. At the same time in 1953, only 67 
per cent approved Gen. Eisenhower’s con- 
duct of the office, and 8 per cent disapproved. 
Further, Mr. Kennedy has gained a point in a 
month while Mr. Eisenhower had lost a point. 
Dr. Gallup is not saying how this will add up 
four years hence. Even the Weather Bureau 
does not carry long-range forecasting that 
far. Anyway, crystal-gazing attracts more in- 
terest in the last four months of an Admin- 
istration than in the first four. 


From California, however, comes word that 
former Vice President Nixon has apparently 
had second thoughts about political activities. 
There is no sign that he has changed his 
mind about running for Governor, but he 
says he wiil be taking the stump very soon 
to comment on the Kennedy record. Well, it 
is just about axiomatic that if you give the 
other man too good a start, he is likely to win 
the race, especially if he has the inside track.

This is a 
dodge. As each breach of human rights 
is met by an indifferent public—the 
Klan flexes its muscles. Then one day, 
in fear, night falls on civilized, lawful 
society. 

It is a subversive group, so labeled 
by the FBI. It operates completely 
outside the law and its crimes have 
varied from minor infringements on 
peoples’ individual rights to bloody 
murder, A case in point was the medi- 
eval-like ‘“‘breaking on the wheel’’ and 
decapitation of the men at the Mer 
Rouge incident in the ’20s. 

The Klan symbols are the sword, 
the Bible, red crosses, a robed horse- 
man riding into a bloddy sky and the 
words ‘“‘Yesterday, Today, Forever’ 
. « » and (yes) flags; proving again 
there’ s no fanatic like one wrapped in 
a flag unless it’s one wrapped in both 
a flag and a religious symbol. 

In Red River there is some tentative 


probing by a few Klansmen out to re- 
cruit new members. They are having a 
lean time of it because they haven't 
anything to sell. There is not nearly 
as much racial and religious bigotry 
as the Klan once thought. A moral, 
reasoning person wouldn’t be caught 
dead associating with an organization 
like the Klan, and most people are 
moral. 

Protestant ministers are incensed 
that, by indirection, the Klan associ- 
ates itself with Protestantism. No 
Protestant religion would claim the 
group or sanction its actions; they 
wouldn’t give them the time of day. 

The Klan would fike it believed that 
anyone against Klanism is per se 
against segregation. We've got a flash 
for the Klan: everyone around here, 
including Negroes, is for segregation. 

As to the argument that federal 
judges knock down state segregation 
laws during their coffee break, just 
what does the Klan think it can do 
about this in Red River? We. aren't 
pleased either that federal courts, in 
killing the law making it mandatory 
that organizations file their member- 
ship with the Secretary of State (in 
the case of the N.A.A.C.P.), also acted 
as mid-wife to the Phoenix-like Klan, 
giving it the secrecy and anonymity it 
must have. 

One determines at a time like this © 
whether he wants to live under a gov- 
ernment of law—with all its imperfec- 
tions—or a government of men which 
is anarchy and chaos. 

Public opinion has already crystal- 
lized on this matter. It says to our 
friends who are Klan members: quit’ 
this madness that is beneath your dig-. 
nity as men. It says to the Klan: get’ 
the hell out of Red River parish!

to inaugurate the 1961 big league baseball season and a new 


era in Washington baseball. 

The young chief executive, 
making his debut as an honorary 
opening day pitcher, skipped a 
windup and threw two “high, 
hard”’ ones from the presidential 
box back of the first base line. 

In giving the customers two for 
the money, Kennedy carried for- 
ward a custom started by former 
President Harry S. Truman and 
continued by Kennedy’s im- 
mediate predecessor—Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. The ambidextrous 
Truman would throw out one ball 
left-handed and one right-handed. 

Kennedy, a right-hander, 
seemed to veteran press box ob- 
servers to have set a new dis- 
tance record with his two tosses.

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Uphill Fight Against Disease 


In Congo, No Native Doctors 


By PETER GROSE 


LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo, 
April tu (Ar)—Public health ex- 
perts from 28 countries are wag- 
ing an uphill struggle against 
disease and death in The Congo. 

In this primitive land, witch 
doctors still thrive and super- 
stitious villagers may turn vi0o- 
lently on a white physician if a 


and precautionary § treatment. 
The attitude of some villagers is 
that they should no longer have 
to submit to treatment asso- 
ciated with the days of colonial- 
sm. 


But in most places the Congo- 
lese seem to respect the white 
man’s medicine, as long as it re- 
lieves pain and saves lives. 

“They’re more trusting than 
many white patients,”’ said Dr. 


William Close, an American sur- 
geon working in a Leopoldville 
hospital. 

From dawn to dusk the side- 
walks outside the hospital are 
crowded with men, women car- | 
rying babies on their backs and | 
children, sitting and waiting for 
news of relatives on the inside. 
Some hospitals let the families of | 


patient dies. Climate and habits 
of living encourage the spread 
of disease. 

There are no qualified Congo- 
lese medical doctors. Nor are 
there native X-ray operators or 
medical technicians of any kind. 
At the time of independence 


there was not one qualified Con- 
golese nurse. Three-quarters of 
the Belgian doctors, who bore 
main responsibility for public 
health in their colony, fled The

Congo last July. 

Only the combined efforts of 
the Red Cross, the World Health 
Organization, the United Nations 
and private medical institutions 
have been able to meet urgent 
medical needs in the last nine 
months. 

More than $3,000,000 will be 
spent by international organiza- 
tions in 1961 for stopgap medical 
assistance. 

“I know of no other country 
that has received so much medi- 
cal aid,”’ said Dr. Athemas Belle- 
rive, a Haitian, chief United Na- 
tions adviser to the struggling 
Congolese Health Minister. 

Emergency Aid Available. 

Emergency medical treatment 
is now available in most areas. 

Three months’ accumulation of 
garbage in Luluabourg was 
cleared in one week. Water sup- 
plies in The Congo are guarded 
by U.N. technicians. Tons of 
medicine have been flown to the 
rebel provinces of Kivu and 
Oriental despite blockade, now 
ended. 

These are only emergency 
measures. The general health of 
the population has deteriorated 
through accumulated inefficiency 
of sanitation, vaccination and 


Fear of Epidemics. 

No major epidemics have been 
reported since independence. 
The danger of sleeping sickness, 
plague, malaria and _ leprosy, 
however, becomes greater each 
week, 

“Our fear is that logically 
these diseases must be spreading 
without our direct knowledge,”’ 
said Dr. G. Meilland, the Swiss 
liaison doctor for the United Na- 
tions. 

‘In the case of sleeping sick-

Sixty-one experienced assist- 
ant male nurses have left for 
three-year courses in five French 
universities to make them fully 
qualified doctors.

“However much planning is 
done, someone still has to do the 
actual work of caring for pa- 
tients now,”’ Dr. Close said. 

“The difficulty is in getting 
people who are willing to leave 
their homes and settle down for 
long terms.

SPRING IS PARTY TIME— 
and that goes for the very 
youngest member of the family 
as well as adults. The social 


_ life of the kindergartner is quite 


as important to him as are 
dates to his older sister, or the 
club dance to his parents. Quite 
rightly so, since if he is to get 
along well with people and de- 
velop into a gracious host he 
can’t start these experiences too 
early. 

Libraries and book shops are 
filled with books giving advice 
on how to give a party for small 
fry. Many of these suggestions 
@re excellent, but don’t let the 
party become so involved that 
the preparations wear mother 
out. Overly elaborate plans are 
wasted on the very young. Most 
important ingredients in the 
success formula are imagination, 
and color. 

Children love color and they 
are richly endowed with im- 
agination. Most of them pre- 
fer simple foods with which 
they are most familiar—so it 
is obvious that mother can 
make it easy on herself by 
serving very simple refresh- 
ments in a way to spark those 
vivid young imaginations. Also 
remember that youngsters 
adore anything “their very 
own”, so if the guests are old 
enough to read do use their 
names whenever possible—on 
place cards, painted on bal- 
loons, their initials spelled out 
in some way on ice cream or 
individual cakes. 

Incidentally, that time-honored 
combination of ice cream and 
cake is hard to beat for chil- 
dren’s parties. Simple trick is 
to have two or three flavors of 
ice cream on hand and let each 
child choose the one he wants. 
Set a generous scoop of ice 
cream on each cone, press it 
down so there won’t be any up- 
sets, then use a variety of after 
dinner mints in different flavors 
and colors to make faces in the 
ice cream. For example, place 
a flat round party patty on top 
of the ice cream ball for a hat, 
use lime-flavored mints for eyes 
and a wintergreen party pillow 
for the mouth, 

Be prepared for “drips” from 
the ice cream by anchoring a 
paper cup to the cone like this: 
cut the bottom point off of a 
cone-shaped paper water cup 
and stick the ice cream cone 
through the opening. 


HERE’S ANOTHER imagina- 
tive way to serve ice cream. If 
you are faced with the formid- 
able challenge of giving a birth- 
day party for a very active, very 
young man and his gang, face 
it bravely. Most boys have great 
respect and admiration for the 
drivers of those big trucks they 
see on the highways. Capitalize 
upon this intense interest by 
asking the boys to an ‘“‘on the 
road” party. This involves fa- 
vors in the form of toy trucks 
and such simple snacks as indi- 
vidual soft drinks in cans, ice 
cream and cupcakes. 

A large steel dumptruck filled 
to the brim with lollypops and 
assorted goodies makes a most 
effective centerpiece. The young- 
sters will help themselves grab- 
bag style without any urging.

White Girl’s Life 
Among the Indians 


NEW YORK, April 10. 


“NOTWITHSTANDING the Indian women have all the 

fuel and bread to procure, and the cooking to perform, their 
task is probably not harder than that of white women, who 
have these articles provided for them; and their cares cer- 
merous, nor as great.” 
Be oa Mrs. Mary Jemison, one 
== of the most famous white 
4 captives of the Indians, is 
the author of the state- 
ment made in 1824. The 
Indian captivity narrative 
has been described as one 
of our oldest literary 
forms, the. most Amer- 
ican, and this, the best of 
them, is fascinating be- 
cause of sentences like 
that which provide mar- 
velous insights to life 
among the savages who 
were perhaps not all that 
savage. 

Mary Jemison was cap- 
tured by Indians when she 
ee was 12 years old. Her fa- 
, ther, mother, two of her 
‘ “6 uekecnbel brothers and a sister were 
murdered by the Indians, who, however, adopted Mary and 
brought her up. She married two Indians, both of whom she 
loved and respected. Her second husband died at the age of 


has. just been republished by the American Experience Series 
which is devoted to publishing new editions of historic books 
“which mifrored and shaped the growth of our nation from. 
earliest time to the present.” 


But, to get back to life on the distaff side of the 
' Indians, Mary reports: “In the summer season, we 
» planted, tended, and harvested our corn, and gen- 
erally had all the children with us; but had no master 
to oversee or drive us, so that we could work as 
leisurely as we pleased. We had no ploughs on the 
Ohio; but performed the whole process of planting 
and hoeing with a small tool that resembled in some 
respects a hoe with a very short handle. 


“As our cooking and eating utensils consisted of a block 


‘and pestle, a small kettle, a knife or two, and a few vessels 


of bark or wood, it required but little time to keep them in 


use.”’ 


Ah, there, you girls with the dishwashers! Probably far 
more work loading one of those contraptions, after first wash- 


ing the dishes. It’s been my contention for years that the 
labor-saving devices are more work than they save. 

Mary found her Indian husbands decent, kind, honorable 
and loving and she extols Indians generally for their virtue 
and honor. However, she bears out the old saw that there is 
nothing worse than a drunken Indian. ‘The use of ardent spir- 
fts among the Indians, and the attempts which have been 
made to civilize and Christianize them by white people have 
constantly made them worse and worse; increased their vices 
@nd robbed them of many of their virtues, and will ultimately 
produce their extermination.” 

«* But while Christianizing Indians seems to have produced 
gothing but harm, the Indianizing of white women seems to 
have produced a noble and, above all, tough breed. Mary— 
her Indian name was Dickewamis—tells of one trip through 
the wilderness. ‘‘Those only who have traveled on foot 500 or 
600 miles, through an almost pathless wilderness, can form an 
idea of. the fatigue and suffering I endured on that journey. 
My clothing was thin and illy calculated to defend me from 
the continually drenching rains with which I was daily com- 
pletely wet, and at night with nothing but my wet blanket to 
cover me, I had to sleep on the naked ground, and generally 
without a shelter, save that as nature had provided. In ad- 
dition to that, I had to carry my child, then about 9 months 
old, every step of the journey, on my back or in my arms.” 


So, all right, it’s tough sometimes, being a girl 
Indian. Nevertheless, on those occasions when the 
whites tried to reclaim Dickewamis, she ran and hid, 
preferring to remain an Indian. She was captured by 
the Shawnees, adopted by the Senecas and married 
into the Iroquois. She died at the age of 90. 


. She was 80 years old when Dr. James E. Seaver inter- 
viewed her and wrote down her story which he may have 
tampered with to some degree in the telling. In spite of this, 
life with the Indians comes across with a clarity and nostalgia 
end affection. Besides their drinking her only objection to the 
Indians was their cruelty which they practiced on their ene- 
mies, not on their wives. Her second husband, Hiakatoo, was 
in every way admirable except that he loved torturing his 
enemies. It was a habit she could never cure him of. Well, 
all husbands have their little faults.

THIS HAND was.played in the 
match between Argentina and 
Italy during the world cham- 
pionship event in 1959. 


When the Argentine pair, 


Berisso and Jaques, held the 
North-South cards, the bidding 
went as shown. There is some 
doubt whether Berisso should 
have bid again over four hearts, 
though it must be granted that 
North might have had a hand 
with two aces that would provide 
a satisfactory play for a slam. 


For example, Jaques could 
have held a hand such as: 
@AJ852 YQ943 GAS 106, and 
probably would have responded 
one spade and then jumped to 
four hearts.

Travel Club for the Oldsters

THE OTHER MORNING 1} 
watched nearly 100 eager, elder 
Canadians trot up a ship’s gang- 
plank headed for a two week 
cruise in the West Indies. If it 
hadn’t been for the vigor and 
imagination of a gentleman with 
19 grandchildren most of them 
would have been sitting at home 
staring at television. 


“I retired at 62 and fiddled 
around for 10 boring years,”’ said 
Archie Sturrock, 78, a former 
mechanical engineer with the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad in 
Vancouver, B.C. ‘‘When I'd get 
to chinning with my retired cro- 
nies we'd talk of going places 
and seeing new sights. But no 
one prodded us so we kept 
putting it off. 


“One day I talked with a rail- 
road official and said I’d organ- 
ize some trips for retirees if he’d 
help us get a discount on some 
ocean travel. He said he doubted 
if many retirees would be inter- 
ested. But he took it up with the 
head office and they said they’d 
give us a 25.per cent fare reduc- 
tion if we could sign up 24 pen- 
sioners for a trip to England on 


one of the company-owned ships. 

“I signed up 72 persons in 10 
days. For most of us it was our 
first trip abroad. It was such a 
hit and so many demanded addi- 
tional trips that my wife and I 
now work practically full time as 
tour conductors for our railroad’s 
retirees. We get fares paid and 
nothing else. This year we'll 
really be hopping. As soon as we 
get back from this cruise we 
leave with a group for Mexico. 
Then in early summer we’re go- 
ing to Alaska. And in August 
we're going to Ireland. 


“T plan all the trips and then 
send itineraries to the railroad 
personnel office. They help us 
get the lowest possible fares and 
then mail trip notices along with 
pension checks to all retirees. 
We're supposed to exist exclu- 
sively for retired personnel of 
the railroad, but sometimes we 
slip in an outsider if he’s partic- 
ularly anxious to come along. 


“Our travelers average around 
72 years of age and the eldest 
was a man of 89 who went with 
us to Great Britain .a couple of 
years ago. Under our Canadian 
social security plan everyone 
past 70 gets a straight $55 a 


month. So most people getting a 
railroad pension try to live on 
that and keep their social secu- 
rity tutked away in the tea ket- 
tle for these trips. I’ve had offers 
from two United States railroads 
to set up similar clubs for their 
retirees. But I just don’t have the 
time.” 

Let’s hope many United States 
firms seize this idea for spurring 
travel and enlarging the horizons 
of retirees. Only three.or four 


companies have anything resem- | - 


bling such a plan now: Yet such 
a program could spark more 
enthusiasm among retired per- 
sonnel than just about anything 
a firm might do short of raising 
pensions.

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BOB CARROLL as Mayor LaGuardia in the musical "Fiorello!"

YOU MAY NEVER have laid 
eyes on a talented young actor 
and singer named Bob Carroll, 
but we’ll give you long odds that 
his voice is familiar to you. In 
fact, if you’re a male, you may 
have muttered a small curse 
down on his head. Bob’s voice is 
the dulcet baritone which in- 
forms you, from time to time, 
that you can always tell a Halo 
girl. 

At present Bob has forsaken 
television commercials for the 
somewhat more rewarding—to 
his ego, at any rate—job of act- 
ing on the stage. He plays the 
role of the late Mayor LaGuardia 
of New York in the musical ‘‘Fi- 
orello!” which is at the Ameri- 
can Theater in its final week. We 
dropped in on Im the other 
afternoon to find out how he 
likes acting in the theater. 

We soon discovered that while 
starring in the road company of 
a Broadway show is, as we said, 
rewarding in its way, the busi- 
ness of making television com- 
mercials is pretty darn reward- 
ing, too. Those boys and girls 
whose faces and voices are tied 
up with a certain product can 
count on $5',000 to $100,000 a 
year, what wth residuals and 
all. 

Just before Carroll went on 
tour with “Fiorello!” he had a 
rather shattering experience in 
the TV commercial field. In ad- 
dition to his connection with the 
shampoo, he is also identified 
with Viceroy cigarettes. In fact, 
he and his wife refer to their 
new home which they recently 
built on Long Island as “the 
house that Viceroys built.” 

Anyway, an advertising com- 
pany was seeking a voice to 
identify with another well-known 
brand of cigarette. It was like 
the tryouts for the leading role 
in a new Lerner and Loewe 
musical. 

“The thing finally narrowed 
down to me and one other man,” 
Carroll related. ‘“They tried him 
again, then they tried me again. 
You could cut the suspense with 
a knife. This job could mean a 
minimum of $50,000 a year. Then 
they selected me. 

“They all shook my hand, 
then they handed me a sam- 
ple of their product, a ciga- 
rette. Someone offered me a 
light. They all were watching 
me. I knew I was through. 
You see, I don’t smoke. The 
minute they saw me handling 
that thing like a teen-age girl 
smoking her first cigarette, 
they looked at one another and 
shook hands again. ‘Don’t call 
us,’ they said, ‘we'll call 
you,’ 9° 


Fortunately, George Abbott 
sent for him about that time and 
asked him to read for the lead- 
ing role in ‘“‘Fiorello!”” The pro- 
ducers were putting together the 
road company. This time he 
didn’t have to be able to do any- 
thing difficult like smoke a ciga- 
rette. He needed only to be able 
to sing and act. He got the job. 

Bob, who is in his middle 
thirties, stands 5 feet 1044 inches 
tall and is built like a tackle 
on a pro football team. He has 
naturally curly hair, getting a 
little gray around the edges, and 
a voice that is melodious even 
when he talks. 

“This role,” he said, “is al- 
most a complete switch, as far 
as my career is concerned. I’m 
a singer, not an actor, 
they have me in an acting role 
and I do virtually no singing. 
In fact, this is the first time l 
ever really tackled acting.” 

If Carroll was apologizing, he 
needn't have. Critics have given 
him excellent reviews. Myles 
Standish said he was “‘hand- 
somely cast” and ‘‘explosive, 
cocky and dynamic” in the role 
of LaGuardia. 


“The show,” Carroll said, ‘‘is | 


really a play with music; for 
safety’s sake we call it a musi- 
cal. There are a half dozen or 


more good songs in the show, | 


but I don’t get to sing any of 
them. All I get are a couple of 
recitatives. And I’m under strict 


orders to recite and not sing | 


them. You see, Fiorello couldn’t 
sing, and it would be out of 
character.” 

Most of Carroll’s previous act- 
ing experience has been in 
stock, and even then in musicals. 
“Things like ‘Guys and Dolls’ 
and ‘Pajama Game,’” he ex- 
plained. ‘‘In fact, I was here in 
St. Louis in ‘Pajama Game’ in 
1957, at the Muny Opera.” The 
rest of his time has been taken 
up largely with a singing act in 
night clubs.
